The proposed rev airfield near Deep Bay, Hong Kbng Nev Territories, Is 
'^cueing considera'ble opposition among the local InhaMtants. A sieetlng vas 
held recently at the village of Ksjn^chMng, oomslstlxig of delegates from 
that and tvo other villages most directly affected. ^Die British ocoBtlasloner 
for that area explained that 5^ years prevloasly a site near P'lng-shan had 
been choser., hut after several nonths* vork It vas rejected on the opinion 
of aviation experts that the site vas uneui table. Since Hong Kiong Is an 
Impoartant center, vlth jnoreaslng demands for oonsisrolal avlatlcn, and the 
Kal Talc Airfield is Inadequate, the need for a nev elrport could not he 
denied. 

The government, after Ihcroagh search, decided upon the v.loinlty of 
Deep Bay as the location of the nev field and has aaked the three villages 
to move elsevbore. The villagers vould he free tc choose a nev locality, 
and the goveminent vould build nev hones for than. The government vould 
compensate for requikiitioned land at a rate fixed by an impartial coBmlttee 
and not belov the present market price. It vas suggested that each village 
form a camnlttoe to handle necessary details and the government would do all It 
could for ample and pronpt re -sett lament . 

The villagers presented a protest, deploring the loss of their ancestral 
lands and graves and noting that any help from the government would be tesporary^ 
while the removal would affect xhrlr descendants for generatlcns to cons.
